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READER 


T is ſtrange, that of all men Papiſts ſhould calumniate Proteſtants 
[| with Treaſon and Rebellions ; were Modeſty an Eſſential in the 
Complexion of a Jcſuite, ſurely they would forbear, or Charity 
they fo much talk of, and {© little praCtiſe, to be found among 
them. Are horrid Maflacres, villanous Atlaſſinations, or Poiſonings, 
the Effet of Charity? Or, ls Malice inveterate, Traducing or Ly- 
ing the Fruit thereof? Yet nothing is more obvious in the whole 
courſe of Hiſtory than thoſe diabolical Machinations and helliſh Con- 
ſpiracies of Prieſts and Jeſuites, eſpecially within this laſt hundred and 
tifty years; and, generally ſpeaking, Princes, and crowned Heads, 
have been moſt the objects of their Fury ; and leſt the palliation of 
Viilany ſhould paſs on the weaker fort, and this Objection any way 
obtain, That forſooth moſt of theſe Contrivances were againſt Here- 
tical Princes, excommunicated by the Pope and Church, and by con- 
ſequence delivered over to Satan, and that the killing of them really 
was no Murther, no more than of Wolves or Bears. 

To this I anſwer, "That Princes of the ſame Communion, as Hen- 
ry the "Third of France, could not eſcape their fatal Stab, who never 
made profeſſion of any other; and though Henry the Fourth was firſt 
a Proteſtant, and by them conſtrained to change, nay, and highly 
indulging them in his latter years, and as Mathieus ſays in his Life, to 
all appearance was devout, I mean in their way ; yet from Ravilliac's 
Hand all this could not defend him. We need not long here fix, but 
look on former times, where for five or fix hundred years nothing 
hath been more common, or more lamentable, than the ſtory of ſe- 
veral Princes, ſtruck with the Lightening of the Court of Rowe, and 
o:hers wholly ruined by the Vatican Thunder, the conſequences be- 
ing either their own Tragical Ends, or, at the moſt favourable, 
ſtrong and laſting Rebellions, which all converſant in Hiſtory may 
-plainly ſee; and fo dextrous were they in tranſlating to the other

What Cruelties have they left unattemp- 

ted ? and yet with a brazen Front daily befpatter Proteſtants, accu- 

ſiag them of what themſelves were Authours of; imitating herein 

the very Skum of Mankind ; for none ſhall ſooner call another Rogue 

than he that really is one; In whoſe mouth is Whore and Bitch more 

frequent, than hers that is a common Proſtitute? And to proceed : 

W hat Diſorder did they not ca'1ſe, to plague and pelter Harry the 

Eighth 2 What Commotions did they not raiſe all the Reign of Queen 

Elizabeth , beſides the Attempts upon her Perſun ?

how intriguing they were in his Cabinet Councils is but too ſad a 

Truth to relate; fomenting his humour in the Spaniſh Match, a ble. 

miſh inglorious to his Memory, leaving the Pal/grave (though his Son 

in Law) a Victim to the Houſe of Auſtria; and after by the Match 

with France, how did he embroil his Son! they managing under- 

hand the Queen, and ſhe by hcr powerfull Influence did the King ; 

ſo that all the miſchievous Evils of Charles the Firſt they, like a Mole, 

wrought under ground, ſpotting his Life with that bufineſs of Rochel, 

and the Attempt of the Ifle of Rhee, from whence the Proteſtants ge- 

nerally date the ruine of their Church in France, and by the riſing of 

the French Monarchs ſince that time has endangered the ruine of the 

whole Proteſtant Intereſt all over Europe, as of late years has been 

maniteltly evident; and laſtly they drew a Civil War upon him, 

though the Ettects proved fatal, as well to themſelves as others, 

(Prieſts generally being no reaching Politicians; ) the conſequence of 

which all men here do know : But that which moſt ſurprizes is their 

Villany in concluſion ; for when his farther Life could yield them no 

advantage, they then conſpired his Death; and to that end was a 

J Correſpondence kept with Iretoy and ſome others, not doubting, he

this has been I-need not farther ſpeak ; and if any are deſirous of far- 
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ther fatisfation, let thetm read Dr. Afoulin's Anſwer to Philmiax Avi- 
glicus, written by an Apoſtate Proteftant, who found not his Ac- 
count by turning Papilt, as indeed few of them have done; a man 
I muſt needs fay of very good natural paris, though in feveral things 
but i]] applied them; and his Converſation ſpoke him a Gentleman, 
but witliall of a violent and imperuous Temper to whatever he took, 
2nd unfortunate in moſt things he projected. I am the tonger on this 
Character, becauſe mott of our whiMing, Prieſts and noiſje Jeſuites 
have raked for their Cl»mours againſt Proteſtants about the bufinets 
of Rebellion, for many y-2rs laſt paſt, out of the Dunghill of that 
Book, written not long atter the King's coming in ; fo that ?nas plain, 
that by their legerdemain "Tricks in the Parhament Army they made 
them mutinous againſt their Lords and Maſters; and in the time of 
the Agitatour's being rampant, meeting, as they ſay, in Putney 
Church, they were very brisk in Maſquerade among them, ſeveral 
Prieſts, ſome as 'Troupers, others private Soldiers then liſted , and 
though theſe Agitatours were firſt {et up by Iretox, yet in proceſs of 
time they became ſo urruly, and fo beyond mealure infolent, that 
they were by force neceſſitated to ſuppreſs them, and they were the 
occaſion of breaking up that ſeparate Party of Cromwell and Ireton in 
the name of the Army which they had entred into with the King, and 
by reaſon of them the King was frighted from Hanpton-Court, making 
his Eſcape to the Iſle of Wight, which did not long precede his death. 
Now after a lapſe of ſome years his Son Char/:s the Second, with the 
reſt of the Royal Family, were reſtored, and let us take a ſhort view 
of their Tranſactions under him, where no ſooner he was ſettled, but 
there came in whole Shoals of Prieſts from ſevcral parts beyond Seas, 
and Ireland, who for ſeveral years before had ſcarce any, and thote 
that were skulking and lying cloſe, was in a little time almoſt over- 
ſtocked; and Father Walſh, who was a kind of a Trimmer among 
, them, and, to ſpeak truth, an honeſter ſort of a man than moſt of 
them were, and willing to introduce the King's Authority as well as 
that of the Popes, to that End went over with the Duke of Ormond; 
and being countenanced by him, ſummoned an Aſſembly in D-blin to 
be held, of the moſt principal of them, where what a ſtir he had, 
and how ſtrangely bigotted thoſe Iriſh Underſtandings were to the 
See of Rome, is by himſelf at large ſet forth in his-loyal Formulary : 
But one thing which himſelf notes is not unworthy the recital, The 
General among them were ſo ſtrongly poſleſt with ſome ſtrange Cata- 
ſtrophe that was to arrive (eminently no doubt) to their Advantag| 
in the year approaching of Sixty ſix, that they generally expreile 
[a 2] them. 
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themſelves ſo averſe from complying with the King in thoſe matters, 
a violent preſumption that the firing of Lendon had been for ſome 
years in contriving ; and the mention that is made of a Plot in the 
_ Gazette,--65. was put into the Heads (by ſome Raſcally Prieſts) 


of thoſe poor little Rogues that were hangued, one of the main things 
charged upon them being the Firing of the City of Londow, and 
what influence their Councils had in that Prince's Reign, is obnoxious 
to all conſidering Men, by the breaking the triple League by that 
cloſe Alliance between France and England for the Extirpation of 
Proteſtancy out of Heretical Ho//and, and no doubt, had it ſuccce- 
ded, out of England alſo, and the reaſon why it was not effected, 
was the Parliament's and People's Aukwardneſs to the War ;. but 
notwithſtanding they were ſo not diſcouraged, but they refolved to go 
on with their Deſigns ſtill in Emg/and, keeping, by the means of Cole- 
man and Father Je Chaiſe, a conſtant Correipondence with the Court 
of France, and ſo ſtrong was their Aſcendent with Charles the Se- 
cond, that he publiſhes a Declaration for Liberty of Conſcience, by 
which, as Coleman in his Letters ſays, he doubted not the bringing in 
of their Religion; but this ſo allarmecd the Parliament, that they 
wcre ſtrangely unecaſic and reſtleſs with him , reſolving to give him 
no more Money untill he had recalled it, which at laft with regret 
he did. This ttrangely nettled our Roguilh Catholicks, who by this 
thought their Game cock fire; but: being fruſtrated, uſed him in 
their Diſcourſes as if he had been a Cobler, as pitifull , irreſolate,, 
nothing of Honour, his Word no ways to be relicd on, and not wor- 
thy of a Crown; and from that day forward piotted his removal, 
to'make way, as they ſuppoſed, for.a Man of Honour and Refolu- 
tion, and who would not be balked with any thing of a'Parliament ; 
which at the Jaſt, as a great many ſuppoſe, they ettectually did. 
And now James the Second aſcended the 'Yhrone, and how tne Scep- 
tre by him was ſwayed, needs ro long characterinng ; for Father 
Petre, with his Ghoſtly Alloctates, managed moſt things under him, 
who with that Pricitly Violence ſo hurried on things, that on him at 
laſt the Tower of Siloam tel], and fo weak and ridiculous were their 
Politicks, that they are not worth blurring Paper, Now to ſum upall, 
it-1s plain by what precedes, That the ſeveral Popes and Court of 
Rome, 1n places where they power had, have been moſt ' Imperious 
and domineering, and notaing ſo- bloudy , baſe, or cruel , but by 
their Prieſts has acted been, not in other Countries onty, but'in this 
our Nation too, for ſince the twelfth year, or thereabouts, Queen 
Elizabeth's Reign, Popery we may.compare to an Impoſthume bree= 
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ding in the very Trunk of this Political Body, 'and broke in the year 
forty two into a Civil. War, diſcharging only part, not all the cor- 
rupt matter ; and ſince regathering head, and filling 'up, about four 
years ago broke the ſecond time, caſting forth Filth and Corruption 
in quantity abounding, the Stench thereof offending almoſt all Men 
in the Nation, but I do not doubt but ourState Phyſicians wilfuſe fuck 
deterſive or cleanſing Medicines, as well as ſanative, as ſhall not ef- 
fect a Palliative but a real and thorough Cure, and that the Countrey 
may be reſtored to its ſound habit of Body, Now therefore as to the 
enſuing Treatiſe, it was occaſioned by that Hero: of Engliſh Jeſui- 
tiſm, Mr. Pulton, who being ſtrangely nettled at thoſe ſtinging Truths 
contained in the Miſſionaries Arts, challenges the Authour to.:make 
good his Aſlertion in page 76, vis That the Romaniſts Treaſons 
owned by their Popes, and by their great Men approved of ſince the 
Reformation, do far outnumber all the Plots and Inſurretions that 
the Papiſts, or Malice itſelf can lay to the charge of Proteſtants; all 
which notwithſtanding have been wholly condemned by the Body of 
our famous Divines: To fatisfie therefore this Savoy Champion, and 
vindicate the Alſertion aforeſaid, the Authour of this Account with na 
little pains has endeavourcd to give entire ſatisfattion : But ſuch 
has the Misfortune been of Writers Proteſtant, that in dealing in 
Controverſies they have to doe with a ſort of Men, tatrwhen they” 
have, yet will ſeemiugly take no Anſwer; and their laſt refuge is 
generally Banter and Whiffle, if downright Railing will not doe the 
feat. "The Subject of this Treatiſe is moſt matter of Fact, and the 
Citations, though from their own ſelves no way unfairly uſed; for if 
otherwiſe they appear, let them openly be expoſed, that all that are 
impartial may ſee and judge, whether any thing of Paſſion, Envy, 
or Malice, has Prepoſſed the Authour, I know ?tis natural for Men, 
when they have a bad Cauſe to manage, to be froward and teſty, 
and where they are galled to kick and wince, and inſtead of argu- 
ing cloſely.to the-purpoſe, to ſeek Evaſions that may ſeem plauſible, - 
at leaſt to the leſs retined Underſtandings, which has been the great 
Maſterpiece of Romiſh Prieſts and Jeluites for many years together ; 
for by their little Witticiſms and Jokes upon Names, they keep up 
among their Party a kind of Reputation, not unlike Zack Pudding's 
on a Stage, they pleaſe (though at the ſame time delude) the fooliſh 
and gazing People; and if it happens that one flip falls from a Pro- 
teſtant Pen, ora Citation careleily paſſed, that has not proved true, 
what a Clutter have they not made about it, though the main of = 
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Subject ſill remains good; "This, as a demovſtration, plainly proves 
the Weakneſs of their Cauſe ; and had Mr, Pwlrom but candidly read 
the Hiſtory of the laſt Hundred Years, he muſt have acknowledged 
that this his great Challenge was a vain and frivolous Motion , and 
never needed to have givcn the Authour this Troable ; which being 
done, it's hoped will de to his firm conviction, and nat only his, but 
any other who have been impoſed on by falſe Notions. The truth is,

they knew none at all guilty of any Crime for any thing 
done in the War. And when the Lord Lieutenant de- 
ſired them to give his Majeſty ſome aſſurance of their fu- 
ture Obedience, in caſe of any Depoſition or Excommus- 
nication from the Pope, they refuſed even this without 
ſo much as putting it to the Queſtion. _ 

They offered indeed ſeveral Forms inſtead of the 
Remonſtrance, but in none of them renounced the De- 
poling Power ; 1n that the Aſſembly ſigned at their 
breaking up, they diſywned the Doctrine, but would 
not declare that DoQrine which abetts it unſound 
and ſintull; wherein rhey have been imitated by fome 
late Writers, who though called upon to affirm it 
{uch, never did it. 

Once indeed they ſcemed to come ſomething near 
what was expected, when their * Chairman told Fa- 
ther Walſh, That it was not out of any prejudice againſt 
the Remonſtrance they nould not fizn it, but becauſe they 
thought it more becoming their Dignity and Liberty to 
word their own ſenſe; for the reſt, they were far from 
condemning that Remonſtrance or the Subſcrilers there- 
of : Yet would they not own this whea deſired un- 
der their Hands, but refuſed ; ſo that no good being 
expected, they were diſſolved, leaving an undeniable 
Evidence of their averſion ro Loyalty, and approba- 


| tion of the treaſonable Doarrine of the Ch. of Rome. 
Soon after the Diſſolution of this Synod the E. of p. 746.
